In nominating Illustrious Potentate Herman C. McStay for the 
office of Potentate, Past Imperial Potentate Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr. 
said: 


"1955 was a banner year in the history of our ALEPPO Temple. At 


the close of the year 1955, financially, Aleppo Temple showed 
the highest net worth in its history. 

"The 1482 new members who crossed the hot sands in Aleppo, 
during 1955, established the highest record for new applications 
received in any one year since 1921. 

"The 1955 net gain of 1017, in our total membership, represents 
the largest net gain for Aleppo in 34 years. 

"Our total membership on December 31, 1955, showed 15,644 
Nobles,--a figure which tops, by 304, the previous high of 15,340 
‘members established in 1927, and is the largest membership ever 
reached by Aleppo, during the entire 72 year history of the Temple. 
These records were not the result of the efforts of any one Noble, 
or group of Nobles; they were made possible through the loyal 


interest, cooperation, and work of hundreds of our Nobility. 


But it was accomplished under able and aggressive leadership. 

"I therefore offer the following resolution: 

"RESOLVED: that Illustrious Herman C6. McStay be and he hereby 
is nominated for the office of Illustrious Potentate of Aleppo 


Temple for the ensuing year." 


Following the election of Illustrious Potentate Herman C. McS tay , 


the Potentate~Elect was escorted across Grand Hall floor through the 


lines of Uniformed Units in an Oriental chair, borne by the members 


of the Aleppo Temple Degree Staff. 


In his acceptance speech, the Illustrious Potentate thanked the 
Nobility for their assistance and cooperation in making it possible 
during the previous year for Aleppo Temple to reach its all-time 
record in membership. He also pointed out that the net gain of 1,017 
for the previous year was a record for the Shrine of North America, 
Aleppo Temple being the only Temple to make a net gain over 900 during 
ODD 

The Illustrious Potentate asked for the continued support of the 
Nobles of Aleppo to push Aleppo forward in 1956 to new heights. 

The Officers elected were then duly installed in office by Past 
Imperial Potentate Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr. 

Illustrious Potentate McStay then announced his appointments of 
Noble George B. Rowell as First Ceremonial Master, Noble James C. 
Bayley as Second Ceremonial Master, and Past Potentate Frank B. Ells 
as Assistant Treasurer. 

The balance of the ceremonies for the evening included special 
Arab Patrol drills, Second Section initiation of candidates by the 
Degree Staff, and a 45-minute vaudeville show. 

The Inspired Charge to the candidates was given by Past Imperial 
Potentate Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr. 

During the initiation ceremonies, Illustrious Potentate McStay 
introduced one of the candidates of the evening, Junior M. Viehman 
of the United States Air Force, stationed at Hanscom Field, Bedford, 
Massachusetts, and read his unusual Masonic membership record:
